the Sophuſter and cries out _ him, This fellow, faith he, 
hath made a Soleciſme with his hands. It may well agree 
wth a turbulent ſpirit Calum terra miſcere, but to confound

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heauen and hell,and make aſcending and deſcending tobee 
all one,is not only a So/eciſme1n Drwinitie, but cuen 1ncom- 
mon reaſon,which hath concluded ſarſum and deorſum to be 
Oppoſita, In the Poets Hades, the two paſlages were leuclled 
(as I may ſay) vpon one floore, the one leading into Ely/rum, 
the other into Tartar : the firit, the place of the belt mens 
ſoules : the laſt, of torment, for the worlt, But as S.Lke(who 


mult dire& Chrittians) deſcribes it, Hades,the place of Dizes 


tonnent,was below, and Abrahams boſome, the reſt of Laz4- 
r4,\was aboue,and betweene them both a great huge Hiarme 
making them mutually inacceſſible, And Elah being taken a- 
way was caried vp into heauen : but Core and his —_ 
ent downe aliue 1nto Sheol. And Lacifer with Is angels being 
ſcated in heauen, were throwne downe(faith Saint Petey and 


Tude ) intothe pit of darknes. The tructh 15,reade whotoeuer 


will (let himnot bee paradoxically pretudicious) the Scrip= 
tures and Poets, he ſhall neuer finde Sheol of the Hebrewes, 


' nor Hades of the Greekes, ( one place in Plato excepted, 


which the Remerend Father hath notably 1lluded ) but at the 
beſt it is an irkſome, mirkſome deepe place, and moſt-what 
oppoſite to heauen. Elſe, neither would Chriſt, Pſal.16. haue 
retojced that his ſoule ſhould not bee leftin Sheol, if cither he 
bee there {till,as by your diuinitie he 1s ; or if it bee a place of 
reſt and happines,as your fancitull option concetues it; nor 
Acbilles in Homer would haue wiſhed to be any fivaines pea- 
ſant ypon earth 1n the greateſt want, rather then the prince 
of alle in Hades, as to Vhyſſes he proteſts. But let me aske 
thee,good Sir Hugh, (though naturals for the moſt part loue 
not toanſwere queſtions ) 15 Chriſt now in Shes! or Hades 
where he was preſently after his paſſion 2 he 15, ſay you : that 
15, atthe right hand of lus father, 1n whole preſence are the 
Sainrs departed ſinging Alelmiah? Yes, ſay you. Now then, 
ſhew vs any one place in the Bible for Sheo/, or in the Poets 
tor H ades, where either of them are putfor Heaucn or Para- 
dice : or 18 any facred or prophane writer , where going 

downec 
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downe is put for going vp? The contrary of both wee ſhew. 
If I climbe vp to heanen, thou art there ; if / gee downe to Sheol, Plal.139. 
thou artthere alſo. And thou Capernaum art exa/tedto heaue, Martin, 
but ſhalt bee brought downe to Hades. Yea by your owne con- 
felſion, pag. 19. the Heauens are brgh, Sheol 1s deepe, and that 
which /ob,lay you,would haue called Sheol,God hunſelfe cals 
Death. So that Sheolatthe beſt,erther 1s not Heauen, as you 
often auouch, or elſe there isa third place beſides Heauen 
and Hell called Sheol for the Saints toreſt in. But what man 
of ſenſe would talke ſencibly to a Doterell, being one of thoſe 
Duutnes, whom Saint Paw/deſcribeth,ſoignorantly raſh,that 
they know not what they ſay,nor whereof they affirme? r.Tim.:,

tions, and therefore by eAriforle his rule, (becaule tt 1s356-, 
nor i->)vnfit to bee a Diuine, much more a ruler among D1- 
utnes. Deſire not to bee a cleerer of S. Petey rather then lus 
hearer,who wils you to humble your ſelfe ynder Gods migh-
